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for the system of substitutes that
came Into vogue soon after the show
business got to be tr real business
proposition It means that the lines
songs cues and business of every
principal part In a production aro
studied b some minor member of
the co mlHiny as well as by the player
cast for tho part The understudy Is
usually a chorus man or woman who
never will be missed from his usual
place shouldthe opportunity offer to
fill the place of a missing principal
These opportunities are anxiously
awaited and not infrequently provo
golden chances as witness the eases
of Mlse de Vcrdicr and the unknown
who made an awful hit In Now York
last summer when a wellknown come-
dian

disappeared rather suddenly
Understudying is only a form of

theatrical insurance nays Charles
HoSUIns the stage manager whose
arrangements have prepared Tho
Red MJll companyfor any emergency
Its an old Institution now but wo

probabjy carry It further than most
organizations

Inthe average company understudy-
ing is a provision that managers cul-

tivate
